1* As doecribed la the original statement of the mission* Ruppsrt was 
to go to Berlin in order to exploit certain contacts which he clainmd to have 
la the SD* This oeotloa was satisfied that Ruppert was capable of 
accomplishing the jourajy, maintaining his cover* and carrying out such 
directives os might be given Mat Jjot being qualified however* to provide 
specific briefing material oa SD matters* the project was presented to Z«*2 
la order to obtain certain directives and lines of enquiry which might be 
fruitful for.Ruppert to follow* such directives unfortunately* wore not 
forthcoming * .and it was not possible to obtain bny brief ing material ^ from 
It was therefore necessary to dispatch Ruppsrt with only the most general 
directives* namely to exploit whatever contacts he might develop* end to use 
his own initiative end discretion* 

Thrown thus upon hia own resources* Ruppert followed whatever 
. contacts . presented themselves, and these all led from his original contact 
RBDIA whom he had tatmn in Paris* The information supplied by QBla end 
the names of his contacts in German government end military circles which he 
furnished .to me in Geneva in .April 1945 indicate that had Rupport been, given 
a detailed briefing on SD matters by X«2 before dispatch* this mission would 
have yielded far more imp^ results*
